The Frontifpiece is a Medallion, in Imitation ofthofe Medals, 
or Plates that are common among the Brotherhood. Thefe Medals 
are ufually of Silver, and fome of them highly finiihed and orna- 
mented, feras ro be worth ten- or twenty Guineas. They **re fuf- 
pended round the Neck with Ribbons of various Colours, and 
worn 0*1 their Public Days of Meeting, at Funeral Proceflions, 
Sec. in Honour of the Craft. On the Reverfe of thefe Medals it 
is ufual to put the Owner’s Goat of Arms, or Cypher, or any other 
Device that the Owner fancies, and fome even add- to the Em- 
blems other Fancy Things that bear fortie Analogy to Mafonry. 

The Candlefticks, Sec. in many Lodges are curiouily wrought, 
the Chair in which the Grand Mailer fits, as well as thofe of the 
Mailers of inferionJUodges, are richly carved with Emblemati- 
cal Figures ; their Aprons are bound with Ribbons of various 
Colours; and, in ihort, every Thing belonging to them is fi- 
niftici in the moil elegant Tafte.

T HE Origin* of the Society called Free-Mafons is 
faid by (omc to have been a certain Number ofPer- 
fons who formed a Refolution to rebuild theTemple 
of Solomon +. This appears from the.Lefhire, or 
rather Hiftory, of the Order, afthe Making or Raid- 
ing of a Member to the Degree of Matter; which is fully de- 
scribed in the following Work. But I am inclined to think,

•f By an old Record it appears, that King Sckmon confirmed all the Charges 
which Ki|ig David had given to Mafoiis in Jerufalem ; and that the Temple was 
finifhed, A. M. 3000. In the Year 43, after Cbrijf, Mafons firft came into 
England, and built the Monaftcry of Glajlor.bury in Stmcrfetjbire. 
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that the chief Dcfign of the Ellablilhmcnt is to rcdlify the 
Heart, inform the Mind, and promote the Moral and Social 
Virtues of Humanitv, Decency, and good Order, as much as 
noflible in the World : and fome of the Emblems of Free- 
Mafons confirm this Opinion, fuch as the Compafs, Rule, 
Square, ice. 

In all Countries where Mafonry is pradlifcd, or eftabliflied 
at this time, there is a Grand Mailer ; but formerly there 
was only one Grand Mailer, and he was an Engfijhman. 
His Royal Highness George Prince of Wales 
is the Perfon on whom the Dignity is now bellowed, 
who governs all the Lodges in Great Britain , and has 
the power of delivering the Conllitutions and Laws of the 
Society to the Mailers who prefide over the fubordinatc 
Aflemblies : which Conllitutions mud always be figned by 

the Grand Secretary of the Order. The Grand Mailer 

can hold a Meeting or Lodge when he thinks proper, which 
is generally the lecond Saturday in every Month in the 
Summer, but oftener inthc Wirttdr. 

The other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month in the 
Winter Half-Year, and once a Month in the Summer; and 
the Members of each Lodge pay Quarterly, from 3s. 6d. to 
5s. into the Hands of the Treasurer ; and this generally de- 
frays the Expence of their Meetings., 

There arc alfo Quarterly Communications or Meetings, 
held, at which arc prefont the Mailer and Wardens of every 
Regular Conllitution in and near London , where the fevcral 
Lodges fend, by the faid Wardens, different Sums of Money 
to be paid into the Hands of the Treafurer General, and ap- 
propriated to fuch charitable Ufes as the Grand Mailer, and 
the Mailers of the different Lodges under him, think proper; 
but thefe .Charities arc chiefly confined to Mafons only. Such 
as have good Recommendations as to their Behaviour and Cha- 
racter, will be aflifted with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds ; 
and lei's Sums arc diflributed to the indigent Brethren, in Pro- 
portion to their Wants,’ and the Number of Years they have 
been Members. At thefe Quarterly Communications, large 
Sums are likewife fent from Lodges in the moll remote Parts 
of the World, viz. in the Eajl and Weft Indies > and Accounts 
tranfmitted of the growth of Mafonry there. The State of 
the Funds of the Society arc likewife communicated to the 
Company, and the Deliberations of the Meeting taken down 
by the Secretary, who lays them before the Grand Mailer at 
the yearly Meeting. 

The Number of Members which compofe a Lodge is in- 
determinate ; but it is no Lodge except there are prefent 
one Mailer, three Fellow.-Crafts, and two Apprentices.

When ft Lodge 1* met, there arr two principal Officers 
under the Matter, called Senior and Junior Wardens, whofe

It mutt be remarked, that the Authority of a Matter, 


though Chief of the Lodge, reaches no farther than he is

EflFedb, thev hare a Power of depoffng him, on appealing to 
the Grand ‘Matter, an<f giving their Roalons for it; but they 


the Grand ‘Matter, andgiving their Roalons for it; but they 
feldom proceed to this Extremity. 

As no Doubt the Reader chufcs to be made acquainted with 


every Circumftancc of the Ceremony of making a Mafon, I 
ihall begin with the following Directions, and proceed regu- 


larly in the Defcription of what further concerns Mafonry. 

A Mandefirous of becoming a Free Mafon, ihould endea- 
vour to get acquainted with a Member of fpine good Lodge, 
who will propofe him as ft Candidate for Admiition the next 
Lodge-Night. The Brother whopropofes a New Member, 
is likewife obliged to' inform the Brethren of the Qualifi- 
cations of the Candidate *. Upon this itds'dehatecl Whether 
or not he ihall be admitted; and it bein** arried in the 
Affirmative, the next Step is to go with the propofer the 
enfuing Lodge-Night. 

The Evening being come when a Lodge is to be held, which 

g enerally begins about Seven in the Winter, and Nine in the 
umrner, as previous Notices arc fent to the Members forthb 
Purpofe ; the Mafons are punctual to Time, and it frequently 
happens, that, in half an Hour, the whole Lodge,- to the 
Number of Fifty or Sixty, are aflembled. 

The Matter, the > two Affiftants, Secretary, and Trea- 
iurer, begin with putting over their Neck9 a blue Ribbon of a 
triangular Shape ; to the Matter’s Ribbon hangs i Rule and 
Compais, which is in fome Lodges made of Gold; though in , 
others only gilt : the Affiftants, Senior WhrdeAs, and the 
other Officers, carry the Compafs alone. 

The . Candles ate placed upon the Table in the Form of a. 
Triangle ; and in the beft Lodges the Candlefticks are finely 
carved with emblematical* Figures. Every Brother- has an 
Apron made of white Skin, and the Strings are alfo of Skin ; 
though fome of them chufc to ornament them with Ribbons

f uarded within and without by fomo of the Brethren who 
ave drawn Swords in their Hands.

During this Silence, and while the Candidate is preparing, 
the Brethren in the Lodge are putting eveiy Thing in order 
for his Reception there ; fuch as drawing the annexed Figure 
on the Floor at the upper Part of the Room ; which is ge- 
nerally done with Chalk and Charcoal intermixed ; though 
fome Lodges ufe Tape and little Nails to form it; which 
prevents any Mark or Stain on the Floor. It is drawn Eaft 
aH Weft. The Mafter (lands in the Eaft, with the Square 
hanging at his Breaft, the Holy Bible opened at the Gofpel 
of S t.Jjohn^ and three lighted Tapers are placed in the Form 
of a Triangle in the Miaft of the Drawing on the Floor. 

The Propofer then goes and knocks three Times at the 
Door of the Grand Apartment, in which the Ceremony is to 
be performed. The Mafter anfwers within by three Strokes 
with the Hammer, and the Junior Warden afks, Who comes 
there ? The Candidate anfwers (after another who prompts 
him) Xi One who begs to receive Part of the Benefit of tins 
M Right Worlhipful.

a Chain by fo many Links, and all join in the Chorus, 
jumping violently with their Feet on the Floor, ahd.fhaking 
their Hands up and down, linked together as above, keeping 
exaft time with both. 

Every one now talksofwhathepleafesiandas it is generally 
half an Hour before they proceed to Bufinefs, thofe v/ho per- 
haps have ordered a Supper retire into another Room ; but be- 
fore 
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fore they are permitted* the Matter proceeds to call the Men off 
from work, as it is termed $ which is done in this Manner : 
The. Matter whifpers to the Senior Deacon, who tits on his 
Right Hand, and fays, “ It is high time to call the men from 
Work to refreth themfelves The Senior Deacon whifpers 
it to the Senior Warden ; and it is communicated from him 
to the Junior Deacon, who carries it to the Junior Warden; 
he proclaims it openly to the Lodge, and fets his Column up- 
right*, and the Senior Warden lays his down, which figni- 
fies that the Junior Warden is intrufted with the C" e of the 
Lodge, while the Brethren refrclh themfelves. 

In this place it will be neceffary to acquaint the Reader 
how he may difcover an Entered Apprentice by drinking 
with him in company.* Take the Glafs with your Right 
Hand, and draw it acrofs your Throat, either before or after 
you drink ; and if an Apprentice is prefent, he will imme- 
diately take Notice of it, by afking you fome Queftion in 
Mafonry, which you will readily anfwer from this Book. 
If he afks you the meaning of your doing that, you may 
whifper to him, that it is the Penalty of the Obligation of 
an Entered Apprentice. From this Anfwer he will proceed 
farther ir. his inquiry. 

The Brethren having now regaled themfelves, they take 
their Seats, and the Matter proceeds to fet them on again, 
which is performed in the fame manner a$ the calling off ; 
with this Difference,' the Warden proclaims, “ It " is our 
“ Worfhipful Matter’s Pleafure that this Lodge is called 
“ from Refreftiment to Work.” The Junior Warden lays 
' down his Column, and the Senior fets his up. But as it 
often happens that the Time will not permit for the Fellow- 
Craft’s Le&ure, they clofe the Ledge, which is done after 
the fame Manner as that of opening. The Senior Warden 
declares it in the following Words : “ It is our Matter’s 
“ Will and Pleafure, that this Lodge ftand clofed till the 
“ Firft oi Third Wednefday in the next Month,” according 
to the Night the Lodge is held. Then the Matter, Wardens, 
Deacons, Secretary, &c. take off thepEnfigns and Orna- 
ments from their necks, and every one is at Liberty to de- 
part or ftay longer ; every thing of Mafonry is excluded ; 
they talk of what they pleafe, and fing various Songs for their 
Amufement. 

I (hall now proceed to the Second Degree of Mafonry, cal- 
led- the’ Fellow Craft's : that is, one who has ferved his Time 
juftly and lawfully as an Entered Apprentice, and defires to

In Company the Fellow-Craft takes the Pot or Glafs, and 
draws it acrofs his left Breaft, and touches it ; the Penalty 
being this, that he would fooner have his Heart torn from his 
Left Breaft, and given to the Fowls of the Air, than difeover 
the Secrets of Mafonry. Sometimes this is done with the 
Right Hand only, as it is lefs taken Notice of by Strangers. 

Having given the Entered Apprentice and Fellow-Craft’s 
Part, I now, proceed to the third and laft Degree of Mafonry, 
which is termed the Majier’s Party it being performed in the 
fame Manner as the other two, viz . , by Way of Queftion 
and Anfwcr, and is as follows :

In Scripture it -ia faid he became, famous in 
working MetaU, which Hiram afterwards greatly improved.

Maf Has it got a Name ? ■ Anf It has. 

Maf. Will you giv'j it me? Anf. BOAZ. 

Maf What was then faid to you ? 

AnJ. Rife up, Brother BOAZ. 

Maf Brother, what followed? 

Anf He told me I represented one of the greateft men in 
the World, viz. our Grand Matter Hiram , who was killed 
juft at the finifhing of the Temple j and the Manner of his 
Death is thus related : 

“ There were originally fifteen Fellow-Crafts, who per- 
ceiving the Temple almoft finifhed, and not having received 
the Matter’s Word, they grew impatient, and agreed to extort 
it from their Matter Hiram the hrft Opportunity they could 
find of meeting him alone, that they might pafs for Matters 
.mother Countries, and receive the Wages or Profits of Maf- 
iers ; but before they could accomplifh thfeir Scheme, twelve 
of them recanted j tne other three were obftinate, and deter, 
mined to have it by Force, if no other Way could be found : 
their Names were, Jubela , Jubehy and jubelum. 

u It being always the Cuftoin of Hiram , at Twelve at 
Noon, as foon as the Men were called off to refrefh them- 
felv.es, to go into the Sanftum Satiflorum, or Holy of Holies, 
to pay his Devotion to the true and living Goa, the three 
Aflaffins above-mentioned placed themfelves at the Eaft, 
Weft, and South Doors of the Temple. At the North there 
was no Entrance, becaufe the Rays of the Sun never dart 
from that Point. 

M Hiram , haying finifhed his Prayer to the Lord, came 
to the Eaft Door, which he found guarded by 'Jubela , who 
demanded the Matter’s Grip in a refolute Manner; he re- 
ceived for anfwer from Hiram , that it was not cuftomary 
' K a to 
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to afk it in fuch a Strain ; that he himfelf did not receive it 
fo; adding, that he mud wait, and Time and Patience 
would bring it about. He told him farther, that it Was not 
in his Power alone to reveal it, except in the Prcfcncc of 
Salomon King of Ifroel, and Hiram King of Tyre, Jubtla 
being diflatisfied with this Anfwcr, ftruck him acrofs the 
Throat with a twenty-four Inch Gauge* Hiram upon this 
Ufage flew to the South Door of the Temple, where he was 
met by Jubelo t whoafked him the Mailer’s Grip and Word 
in like Manner as Jubtla had done before; and on receiving 
the fame Anfwcr from his Mailer, he gave him a violent Blow 
with a Square upon his Left Breaft, which made him reel. 
Upon, recovering his Strength, he ran to the Weft Door, the 
only Way left him of efcaping; and on beinc interrogated 
by jubtlum to the fame Purport, who guarded that Paflage, 
(to whom he replied as at firft) he received a terrible Fra£lurc 
upon his Head with a Gavel* or Setting Maul, which oc- 
cafioncd his Death. After this they carried his Body out at 
the WciJ Doorf, and hid it under fome Rubbifh till Twelve 


* When you come to this Part of the Ceremony of miking t Mafter, it 
occafionr fome Surprife ; the Junior Warden ftrikei you with a twenty-four 
Inch Gauge acroli your Throat; the Senior Warden followi the Blow, by 
linking you with • Square on the Left Breaft; and almoft at the fame Inftant 
the Mafter knocki you down with the Gavel, ■ Thii le the Cuftom In molt 
Lodges ; and it requires no fmall Share of Courage, for the Blows are Ire? 
fluently fo fevere that the poor Candidate falls 'backwards on rhe Floor ; 
and the greater hV Terror at this Ufage, the more the Brethren are pleafed. 
This Cuftom favours too much of Barbarity ; and many Inftances can be 
produced ol'Perfoni in this Situation, who have requefted on their Knees to 
be fet at Liberty, and others who have made their Efcape as fall as pofliUe 
out of the Lodge. The French and Natives of S%v\JJirland have a more 
ftriking and folemn Way of reprefenting the Death of Hiram* When a 
Brother con\es into the Lodge, In ordrr to be railed to the Degree of Mafter, 
one of the Members lies Hat on his Back, with his Face disfigured, and be- 
imeared with Blood, on the Spot where the Drawing on the Floor is made. 
His natural Surpiife and Confufion immediately appears, and one of the Bre- 
thren generally addrelles him to the Purport following: ** Bruthcr, be not 
“ frightened ; this is the , unfortunate Remains of a Wurthy Mafter, that 
“ woujd not deliver the Grip and Word to three Fellow-Crafts, who had 
** no Right to it; and from this Example we learn our Duty, viz. to die 
ft before wc deliver the Mailer’s Part of Mafonry fr. thofe who have na 
“ Claim thereto.” On kneeling to receive, the Obligation, the fuppofed 
dead Brother lies behind you, and during the Tin's of aJminiftering the 
Oath, aid reading the Hiftory of hit Death, Ire gets ip, and you are laid 
down in hi? Place. This is the mod material Difterei.-.e between the French 
and Englifh Method of making a Mafter Mal’on : and that it is more agreeable 
to Humanity than giving a Man a violent Blow on the Forehead with a Gavel, 
mull be obvious to every Reader. 

f In this Point the Mafons themfelves differ t fome of them fay, he was 
not carried out at, the Weft Dour, but buried on the Spqt where, he was 
killed in this Manner : The three Aflaflins took up Part of the Pavement, 
made a H« dc, and covered him over with Stones as foon as they had cram- 
med him in; after yhich they conveyed the Rubbifli out in their- Aprons, ta 
pr event Sufpicion.

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o’Clock the next Night, when they met by Agreement ; and 
buried him on the Side of a Hill, in a Grave fix Feet per- 
pendicular, dug due Eaft and Weft. 

Maf. After you was thus knocked down, what was faid 
to you then i 

Anf. I was told I reprefented one of the greateft men in 
the World lying dead, viz. our Grand Mafter Hiram. 

Maf. Thank you, Brother. — Pray go on. 

Anf. As I lay on my Back, the Mafter informed me how 
Hiram was found \ and by what means the three Ruffians 
were difeovered, as follows : 

“ Our Mafter Hiram not coming to view the Workmen 
as ufual, King Solomon enufed ftridt Search to be made ; but 
this proving ineffectual, he wasfuppofcd to be dead. The 
Twelve Fellow-Crafts who recanted, hearing the Report, 
their Confluences pricking them, went to Solomon with white 
Aprons and Gloves, Emblems of their Innocence, and in- 
formed him of every Thing relative to the Affair, as far as 
they knew, and offered their Affiftance in order to difeover 
the three other Fellow-Crafts who had abfeonded. They 
feparated, and divided themfelves into four Parties ; three 
Eaft, Weft, North, and South, in Queft of the Murderers. 
As one of the Twelve was travelling on the Sea-fide, near 
Joppa , being fatigued, he fat down to refrefh himfelf: but 
was foon alarmed by the following hideous Exclamations from 
the Cliff of a Rock : “ Oh ! that my Throat had been cut 
“ acrofs, my Tongue torn out by the Root, and buried in 
“ the Sands of the Sea at Low-water Mark, a Cable’sLength 

from the Shore, where the Tide ebbs and flows twice in 
“ Twentyrfour Hours, e’er I had confented to the Death of 
“ our Grand Mafter Hiram!" — “ Oh ! (fays another) that 
u my Heart had been torn from under my naked Left Breait, 
M and given a Prey to the Vultures of the Air, rather than I 
“ had been concerned in the Death of fo good a Mafter !” 
u But (fays a third) I ftruck him harder than you both ; 
“ ’twas I that killed him. Oh ! that my Body had been fever- 
M ed in two, and fcattered to the South and North ; my Bow- 
u els burnt to Allies in the South, and lcattered between the 
11 four Winds of the Earth, ere I had been the caufe of the 
“ Death of our good Mafter Hiram!" The Fellow-Craft 

• hearing this, went in Oueft of his two Aflociates, and they 
entered the Cliff of the Rock, took and bound them faft, and 
brought them to King Solomon , .before whom they voluntarily 

• confeflcd their Guilt, and begged to die. The Sentence pafl’ed 
on them was the fame as they exprefled in their Lamentation 
jn the Cliff; Jubela'% Throat was cut acrofs Jubelo’s Heart 
v/as torn from under his Left Breaft ; and Jubelum ' s Body was 
fevered in two, and fcattered in the Southend North. 

“ When 
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c< When the Execution was over, King Solomon fent for 
the Twelve Crafts, and defired them to take the Body of 
Hiram up, in order that it might be interred in a folemn 
Manner in the Sanftum Sanftorum ; he alfo toM them, that 
if they could not find a Key-Word about him, it was loft j 
for there were only three in the World to whom it was known; 
and unlefsthey were prefent it could not be delivered. Hiram 
being dead, it confeqnently was loft. However, as Solomon 
ordered, they went and cleared theRubbilh, an<J found their 
Matter in a mangled Condition, having lain fifteen Days ; 
upon which they lifted up their Hands above their Heads in 
Aftonifhmcnt, and faid, 0 Lord y my God ! This being the 
firft Word and Sign, King Solomon adopted it as the grand 
Sign of a Mailer Mafon, and it isufedat this Day ih all thp 
Lodges of Matters. 

Maf. Brother, when Hiram w.'-s thus found dead, how 
was he raifed ? * 

Anf. By the Five Points of Fellowlhip. 

Maf. What are thefe rive Points of Fellowlhip ? 


Ant. He was taken by the Entered Apprentice’s Grip, and 
the Skin (lipped off. Then he was taken by the Fellow- 
Craft’s Grip, which alfo flipped off ; and laftiy, bytheMaf- 
ter’s Grip*. 

Maf. Brother, it appears you could not have been raifed 
but by the Five Points of Fellowlhip. Pray explain them. 

Anf. Hand in Hand fignifies that I will always put forth 
ruf Hand to lerve a Brother as tar as in my Power lies.—* 
Foot to Foot, that I never will be afraid to go a Foot out of 
my Way to ferve a Brother.— — Knee totKnee, that when 
I pray, I Ihould never forget my Brother’s Welfare. Brea ft 
to Breaft, to Ihew I will keep my Brother’s Secrets as my 
own. — The Left Hand fupporting the Back, that I will al- 
ways fupport a Brother, as far as I can, without being detri- 
mental tc my own Family. 

Maf. Thank you, Brother. — But pray, why was you de- 
prived of all Metal ? 

Anf Becaufe there was neither Axe, Hammer, nor Sound 
of any Metal Tool heard in the building the Temple of So - 
lomon. 

Maf Why fo, Brother ? 

* The Matter’s Grip is thus performed : you take a Brother with the 
four Finger Nai s of your Right Hand, and prefs clofe into the lower Part 
of the Wrift of his Right Hand with all your Strength ; your Right Foot to 
his Right Foot, and his Right Knee to your Right Knee ; the Right Breaft 
to that of your Brother, and your Loft Hand fuppofting his Back. In th'.e 
PofiUon you whifper in his Ear Mahaboni, or, as in the Modern Lodges, 
Mac Benaoh. which is tire Matter’s Word, 
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Anf Becaufe it fhould not be polluted. 

Maf. How is it poffible, Brother, that fuch a large Build- 
ing (hould be carried on, without the Ufe or Sound of fome 
Metal Tool ? 

Anf. It was prepared in the Foreft of Lebanon , and 
brought down upon proper Carriages, and fet up with wooden 
Mauls made on Purpofe for the Occafiop. 

Maf, Why Were both your Shoes taken off from your Feet? 

. An], Becaufe the Place I ftood on, when I was made a 
Mafon, was Holy Ground. 

Maf. What fupports our Lodge ? Anf. Three Pillars. 
Maf Pray what are their Names, Brother? 

Ant Wifdom, Strength, and Beauty. 

Maf What do they reprefent ? 

Anf. Three Grand Matters ; Solomon King of ljrael ; 
Hiranty King of Tyre\ and Hiram Abiffiy who was killed by 
the three Fellow-Crafts. 

Maf. Were thefe three Grand Matters concerned in the 
building of Solomon' s Temple ? Anf. They were. 

Maf What was their Bufinefs ? 

Anf Solomon found Provifions and Money to pay the Work- 
men i Hiram King of Tyre provided Materials for the Build- 
ing i and Hiram Abiff performed or fuperintendcd the Work.

The Form obferved at the Inflalment of a Majler y and the other 
Officer s y on St. John’s Day. 

T HE ' r ar being expired, a proper perion is fixed on by the 
Members of every Lodge to prefide over and govern the 
Societies in the Capacity of Matter. The Qualifications for 
this Office are, I y?, That he mutt be regularly and lawfully 
raifed j 2 dly y He ought to be a Man of good Cljgra&er, and 
irreproachable-in his private Conduft : ^aly y He mutt be well 
yerfed in the Laws and Conftitutions of the Order, and ought 
to be temperate, cool, and quite perfect in going through the 
before -mentioned Leisures, as all the Queftions are put by 
him, si dhc is often obliged to affift the Brethren in makingthe 
pioper Anfwers* ; for every Malon fitting round the T.ible 
anfwers in his Turn, in the fame Manner as Boys at Church 
faying the Catechifm. This is termed Working. Forlnftance: 

* I have been in a Lou 6 ^, where the Mafter vas quity ' ignorant of the 
common Rules of Grammars frequently making fuch egregious -Blunders, 
that the Brethren could fcarcc refrain from burfting into Laughter ; and often 
embellifhing hit Qucftions with, “Brethren you have let a body -knew as btr.v 
«« you cannot be railed bqt by the Five Points of Fellowihip, tit. tell us which 
*i th.j he." 

Suppofe 
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Suppofe a Brother meets another, and alks him if he was 
his Lodge laft Night? He fays, Yes. Well, replied the 
other, Did you work ? that is, did you go through the fc'veral 
Queftionsand Anfwer? in any of the Le£lures ? — IfauyMem-' 
ber cannot, or does nqt chute to' work, when theQueftion U 
put, and it comes to his Turn, he gets up, and clapping his 
Hand on his Breaft, add refles himfelf to the Mattel-, and begs 
to be excufed ; then the Left Hand Man anfwets in his Room 

The Brethren having chofe a proper Man for this Office, 
and 1 he being approved of by the Grand Mailer, they proceed 
to the Inftalling him as follows : He kneels down in the 
South Part of the Lodge, and the late Mailer gives him the 
following Obligation before he refigns the Chair, which he 
repeats :

“ T ongue torn out, my Heart torn from my Left Breaft, and 
“ my Body fevered in two. So help me God, and affift meiit 
“ this my Obligation belonging to the Chair .”[ KiJJe s the Book. J 
The Pall Mart er raifes him up, and takes off the Jewels 
and Ribbon from bis own Neck, and puts it on the New 
Mailer, taking him at the fame Time by the Mailer’s Grip, 
and whifpering in his Ear the Word CHIBBELUM*; after 
which he (lips his Hand from the Mailer’s Grip to the EW 
bow, and preffes his Mails in, as is done in the Grip of the 
Mailer under the Wrift. 

* CHIBBELUM fignifies a worthy Mafon. The Origin of the Words and 
Sign»*among free Mafons was on this Account Biram the Chief Artichiteft of 
the Temple, had fo great a Number of Workmen to pay, that he could not 
poflibly know th:m all ; lie therefore gave each Degree or Clafs, a particular 
Sign and Word, by which he could dillinguifh them more readily, in order to pay 
them their different Salaries. 

The 
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The Senior and Junior Warden, Secretary, &c. receivethc 
Obligation as the Matter, except the Grip and Word; there 
being none peculiar to them. 

Having now gone through the feveral Degrees and Le£tures 
belongingto the Entered Apprentice, Fellow-Craft, Matter, 
and the Manner of Inftalment, I fhall (jlofe the W ork with 
a few general Directions, dividing them under the following 
Heads : 

I. A Defcription of the Ornaments worn by the different Officers 
when ajfembled in the Lodge, and their proper Places of fitting. 

The Master* whofits in the Eaft of the Lodge, has the 
Rule and Compafs, and Square hanging to a Ribbon round 
his Neck, and a Black Rod in his Hand, when he opens the 
Lodge, near Seven Feet high. 

The Senior Warden, fits in the Weft, with aLevcl 
hanging; by a Ribbon round his Neck, and a Column placed 
on the Table, about twenty-nine Inches long. 

The Junior Warden’s Place is in the South, with the 
Fh*mb Rule hanging by a Ribbon from his Neck, and a 
O his Hand. 

The Secretary wears the Crofs-Pens, hanging in-the 
fame Manner. 

The Senior and Junior Deacons have each a Black Rod, 
with the Compafs hanging round their Necks; the Senior 
fits at the Back of the Matter, or at his Right Hand; the 
Junior at the Senior Warden’s Right Hand. 

The Past-Master has the Compaftes and Sun, with a 
Line of Cords about his Neck. 

The Treasurer has a Key hanging from his Neck. 

II. The Manner of giving the Signs of each Degree , and the

Take 1 dd of the Right Hand of your Brother 
with your Right Hand, and prefs the four Finger Nails hard 
under the Wrift of his Right Hand; put your Right Foot to 
his Right Foot ; your Right Knee to his Right Knee ; and 
his Right Breaft to yours, with your Left Hand fupporting 
his Back. 

The Word is MAHABONE ; or, in fome Lodges, MAC- 
BENACH. 

The Pa - ■ Word is TUB AL-CAIN. 
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The Majler's Clap , is by holding both your rfands above 
your Head, and itriking them down at once upon your 
Apron, both Feet keeping Time. They afligu two Rea- 
fons for this Sign, viz. When the twelve Fellow-Crafts faw 
their Mailer lie dead, they lifted up their Hands in Surprize, 
and faid, O Lord our God! and that when Solomon dedicated 
the Temple to the Lord, he ftood up, and lifting up both 
his Hands, exclaimed, O Lord my God , great art thou above 
all Gods. 

The Fellow-Craft's Sign, Grip , Wordy and Clap . 

Sign. Put your Right Hand to your Left Brcaft, keeping 
your Thumb fquare, and.your Left Hand 1 upright, forming a 
Square.

What I have here offered being more than fufficicnt*, you 
will be admitted, and you muff put your Apron on, and 
take your Seat. If there fhould be a making that Night, 
you will be pcrfe£l in the firft Principles, and know more than 
one in ten who have been Mafons many Y cars, and have never 
read this Book. 

Ifyou(hould ? after this, chufcto go to a Lodge of Maftcrs, 
the Ceremony is the fame as above ; but you are interrogated 
as to the Grip, Pals-lGrip^ and Word of a Mafter, which 
you cannot fail of anlwering by reading the Mafter’s Part 
before mentioned. In all this you muff take care not to be- 
tray any Fear, but put on an Air of Affi : oe. 

The Ceremony obferved at the Free-Mafon> Funerals , according 
to ancient Cujiom, 

No Mafon can be interred with the Formalities of the 
Order, unlefs by his own efpecial Requeft, communicated 
to the Mafter of the Lodge of which he died a Member : nor 
unlcl's lie had been advanced to the third Degree of Mafonry. 

The Mafter of the Lodge, on receiving intelligence of his 
Death, and being made acquainted with the Day and Hour 
appointed for his Funeral, is to iffue his Commands for fum- 
moning the Lodge ; and immediately to make Application, by 
the Grand Secretary, to the Deputy Grand Mafter, fora legal 
Power and Authority to attepd the Proceffion, with his Officers 
and fuch brethren as he may approve of, properly clothed. 

The Djfpenfatiqn being obtained, the Mafter may invite 
as many Lodges as he thinks proper, and the Members of the 
faid Lodges may accompany their Officers in Form j but the 
whole Ceremony muft be under the Direction pf the Mafter 
of the Lodge to which the Deceafed belonged ; and he, and 
bis Officers, muft be duly honoured and chearfully obeyed on 
the Occafion, 
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All the Brethren, who walk in Proceffion, (hould ohfcrve, 
as much as pofliblc, an uniformity in their Drefs. Decent 
Mourning, with white Stockings, Gloves, and Aprons, is 
moft fuitable and becoming. No Perfon ought to be diftin- 

f uiftied with a Jewel, unlefs'he is an Officer of one of the 
.odges invited to attend in Form, and the Officers of fuch 
Lodges ftiould be ornamented witn White Safhes and Hat- 
bands ; as alfo the Officers of the Lodge' to whom the Dif- 
penfation is granted, who fhould likewife be diftinguilhed 
with White Rods. 

In the Proceffion to the Place of Interment, the different 
Lodges rank according to their Seniority ; the Junior ones 
preceding. Each Lodge forms one Divifion, and the fol- 
lowing Order is obferved :

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One or two lodges march, before the Proceffion begins, ta 
the Church-yard, to prevent Confufion, and make the nccef- 
fary Preparations. Tl* Brethren are on no Account to defert 
their Ranks i change v'.ieir Places, but keep in their different 
Depar* mts. V. lien the Proceffion arrives at tfce Gate of 
the Church-ystr ' *hc Lodge to which the deceafed Brother be- 
lo-pr*. and zu it Reft of the Brethren, muft halt, till the 
JVdei 1 Jers of the different Lodges have formed a perfeCt Circle 
round the Grave, when an opening is made to receive them. 
They then march up to the Grave, and the Clergyman, and 
the Officers of the aCting Lodge, taking their Station at the 
Head of the Grave ; with the Chorifters on each Side, and the 
Mourners at the Foot, the Service is rehearfed, an Anthem 
fung, and that particular Part of the Ceremony is conclud- 
ed with the ufual Forms. In returning from the Funeral, 
the fame Order of Proceffion is to be obferved. 

This is the whole of Mafonry in all its Branches; and I 
defy any Mafon to prove the contrary, being ready to anfwer 
any Queftion propofe^, which mult be carefully fealed up , 1 
and directed for R. S. to be left with my Publiflier, mention- 
ing the Name and Refidence of every Perfon defiring any 
farther Information. And as to any anonyrnqqs Jitters or 
Threatnings On Account of this Publication, they will be 
treated with Contempt, let them come from what Quarter 
they will. I alfo declare, that I will always attend and vifit 
at the Lodges mentioned in the Introduction, or any others 
as I have done for fome years paft..
